Sewage Disposal 
Plant Costs

Raymond Durlacher off Henry 
Steeg Associates reviewed the

Declaring that public faith in 
the presidency must “take pri­ 
ority over all personal consider­ 
ations,” Nixon said: 
“Whatever may appear to 
have been the case before— 
whatever improper activities 
may yet be discovered in con­ 
nection with this whole sordid 
affair—I want the American 
people, I want you to know be- 
vond the shadow of a doubt 
that during my terms as presi­ 
dent, justice will be pursued 
fairly, fully and impartially, no 
matter who is involved. This of­ 
fice is1 a sacred, trust and I am 
determined to be worthy of that 
trust.” 
However, he emphasized in 
discussing those who have re­ 
signed and others alleged to 
have been involved in the bur­ 
glary-bugging and subsequent 
cover up, that he wanted to 
leave no implication of guilt, 
he said that is a matter for the 
judicial system to determine.

NEW YORK (AP) — "Bill 
Moyers’ Journal,” one of four 
public affairs series that have 
lost the financial support of the 
Corporation for Public Broad­ 
casting, expires at the end of 
this month—maybe. 
Whether it returns next fall 
cn national public televisión de­ 
pends on two key issues, says 
Moyers, the former presidential 
press secretary for the late 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 
One is whether the CPB in 
the future wants its officials to 
“prescreen” ail public affairs 
shows for signs of unairness 
end imbalance prior to' allowing 
them on the air, Moyers said, 
“They’ll call it prescreening. 
But that’s a euphemism or pri­ 
or censorship, and I couldn’t 
live with that,” he said. 
The other issue, he said, is 
how a drawn-out dispute be­ 
tween the CPB and public tele­ 
vision station officials is re­ 
solved. The dispute is over who 
will have the final say on which 
programs—particularly ones on 
controversial subjects—will ap­ 
pear on the Public Broad- 
c a s t i n g 
Service 
“inter­ 
connection” linking the nation’t 
234 public television stations. 
“I want to know what sort of 
control will be exercised over 
the interconnection,” said Mo-' 
vers, whose series has covered 
topics ranging from rape to the 
Internal fights of the United 
Mine Workers union. 
According to a CPB spokes­ 
man, the series, produced by 
WNET-TV here, was financed 
fcr its first season by $842,500 
from the CPB and $572,000 
from the Ford Foundation. 
He said CPB’s financing of 
the show and three other public 
affairs series wasn’t renewed 
because of a money shortage 
ar.d uncertainty over what Con­ 
gress will appropriate for the 
agency next fiscal year. 
Moyers scoffed at this ex­ 
planation: “I believe that they 
(a majority of the CPB board) 
don’t want any programming 
on public television that chal­ 
lenges the official view of real­ 
ity.”He said he felt a majority of 
the CPB board now appears 
bent on controlling all program 
selections for public television. 
In past years, the board gener­ 
ally approved the recommenda­ 
tions of PBS officials. 
During the last three months, 
officials from CPB and local 
p u b l i c television stations 
worked out a compromise in 
which stations with privately 
funded programs would have 
access to the PBS inter­ 
connection. 
The CPB board last month 
voted 10-4 to defer action on the 
plan. The situation still is unre­ 
solved; but even so, John Jay 
Iselin, WNET’s president, has 
high hopes Moyers’ show will 
be back in the fall. 


Governor Otis R. Bowen would 
place restrictions on a citizen’s 
right to' sue the state. The bill 
had been sought by Attorney 
General Theodore L. Sendak, 
a it d 
was

measure, restricting but not 
prohibiting such suits. 
Under ancient common law, 
followed in Indiana until a 
Supreme Court decision about 
2871, the state had “soverign 
immunity.” Historically, “the 
King could do no wrong,” and 
converted to our form o' 
government, a citizen could not 
sue the state for damages. Since 
the 1011 decision, more than 
$300 million in damages are 
sought from Indiana under 
court actions. The Office of the 
Attorney General has been 
swamped with work, answering 
complaints and appearing to 
defend the state in court ac­ 
tions. 
C a l i f o r n i a repealed the 
s o v e r i g n immunity theory, 
permitting citizens to sue. A 
special session of the legislature 
had to be called to partially 
restore such immunity when the 
state faced bankruptcy as a 
result of the court actions. 
Indiana is siting on a powder 
keg with no limits or restric­ 
tions on such damage suits. 
While I do not know Bowen’s 
objections, certainly some law 
is needed to limit such court 
actions. 
Bowen also vetoed the “wire 
tap” bill, sought by law en­ 
forcement officials as a weapon 
against gambling and narcotic 
coaling. At a news conference 
before the veto, Bowen told 
newsmen that he had strong 
reservations. He said: 
“It 
seems to me the potential 
dangers of invasions of one’s 
privacy are so great for an 
innocent person that it overrules 
some of the good that might 
come horn the ability to tap 
wires. I want to protect the 
innocent so much, and don’t 
want to go overboard on 
rigidness of law enforcement.” 
Invasion of privacy is one of 
the greatest dangers facing 
citizens today. Hie dangers are 
greatly multiplied with the ex­ 
pansion of computers and in- 
terdiange of information bet­ 
ween such machines. Increased 
demand tor requiring of social 
security numbers brings us ever 
closer to « “big brother” 
society. All too many are 
willing to trade away their 
C o n s t i t u t i o n gl rights for 
security. . .against crime, 
poverty, and in the name of 
convenience. 
“'The 
budget 
should 
be 
balanced, the treasury should 
be refilled; the public debt 
s h o u l d be reduced; the 
arrogance of officialdom should 
be tempered and controlled. 
Assistance to foreign lands 
should be curtailed lest W;C 
become bankrupt. The mob 
should be forced to work and 
uot depend on government for 
subsistence.” 
These are not modern day 
words, but spoken by Marcus 
Tulhuis 'Cicero who lived in 
Rome between 106 and 43 B. 
C. Times and problems seldom 
change, only people. 
It should be noted that this 
is one of the few times to 
history that taxes have been 
altered by choice rather than 
forced by crisis. The state did 
not face bankruptcy without the 
tax package, and in fact had 
a healthy surplus thanks to 
economies 
of the Whitcomb 
administration and an expanded 
economy. It is one of the few, 
if not only times both can­ 
didates campaigned on pledges 
to increase taxes. 


BULL TESTING 
MORGANTOWN, W.Va. (AP) 
— Because better fathers mean 
b’gger calves, West Virginia 
Univeristy is planning <a bull- 
testing station, to help the 
state’s farmers produce more 
beef.University President James 
G. Harlow has appointed seven 
experts to hdlp develop the sta­ 
tion, which he said is needed to 
identify genetically superior 
beef sires for West Virginia 
farmers. 
Bulls will be rated on 'the 
basis of the weight gain, car­ 
cass quality and feeding effi­ 
ciency of the calves they pro­ 
duce. 
It is expected that picking the 
best bulls as sizes can increase 
the average weight of calves by 
50 pounds eacb by the time 
they are of marketing age. This 
could mean millions' of dollars 
of extra income for the state’s 
beef farmers, Harlow said.

If you had to move it to an­ 
other site, would you buy a big 
house for only $250? 
One couple did buy and there­ 
by hangs the tale of two sites. 
For one thing — they 
wouldn’t do it again. 
“All logic tells you that you 
should be abe to move a house 
a half mile with very tittle diffi­ 
culty,” observed the man of 
this house, “especially when 
you find it costs only from $3,- 
500 to $5,000 to move a house or 
section. But that sum is only 
the beginning. ..” 
In fact it all seemed so 
simple that they bought two 
houses and two outbuildings 
from the state of Connecticut 
where a new road is being 
built. 
The project took a year out of 
their busy lives and taxed their 
patience and endurance. 
The main house, moved in 
November, had to be wrapped 
in plastic and taped to protect 
it during the winter months 
when they were unable to work 
on it. 
“And after you hire the first 
workman, you know what 
you’ve bought — materials, the 
least expensive part of a house. 
It is the labor 'that eats up the 
cost . .. ” he explained. And la­ 
bor is something they had prob­ 
lems acquiring. Few workmen 
want to get involved in such a 
project as slicing a house in 
four parts, for example. 
The couple prefers anonymity 
— they may want to sell the 
house some day — but they are 
willing to share their ex­ 
periences 'with other people

.. .The main bouse had to be 
sliced in four sections because 
of its peculiar ridge roof, and 
then bolted tor moving in two 
sections (cost $10,000). 
.. .At the old site they had to 
build a road big enough to get 
the house out ($400) and bring 
in acres of fill to get the road 
up to proper level. 
. . . They were required to re­ 
condition the site to look as it 
had looked betore the house 
was built and a bulldozer ($400) 
worked tor days on the project. 
.. .Two policemen ($75) con­ 
trolled traffic during the house 
move. 
.. .Plumbers and electricians 
($1,000) were hired to cut pipes 
and wires and a carpenter sec­ 
tioned the bouse. Even though 
an ordinary skill saw was used 
to cut the house, most carpen­ 
ters do not want to tackle the 
job. 
.. .You have a choke of leav­ 
ing the roof on the house and 
paying for encumbrances in the 
way such as utility lines ... 
there is a charge tor every 
wire that must be raised (about 
$2,500. You can remove the 
roof which may bring these 
charges to a minimum. 
At the new site a foundation 
($5,000) 
included 
basement, 
slab windows, door, cement 
block walls and all the things 
that normally so into a new 
house. 
.. .A new septic tank . .. a 
now well ». « new furnace ... 
new electric lines, were In­ 
stalled. The hot water heating 
pipes had been cut and when 
put back together there were 
leaks everywhere. In addition 
the house had to be repainted, 
wallpapered, plastered. 
Each time a man worked on 
the house the plastic protection 
bad to be fastened and unfas­ 
tened. One workman slipped 
unwrapping R and was in the 
hospital tor three weeks. 
“Fortunately, we were cov­ 
ered by the liability Insurance 
that is necessary when you 
agree to move the house . . 
At least $5,000 must be ear­ 
marked tor a plumber and car­ 
penter at the new site, the 
couple advised. 


If one could move a tittle 
house leaving the roof intact 
this couple feels the project 
might entail fewer difficulties, 
but they aren't going to be the 
ones to try it. And J you are 
moving your dream house, it 
might even be worthwhile. But 
they had decided on additions 
to the ranch house — an attic, 
mud room, a second floor, a 
new roof and a two-car garage 
to replace the garage that had 
been under the bouse. 
The man feels he broke even 
dollar-wise, but he could never 
estimate the wear and tear on 
their lives. The second house 
provided materials for the 
main house, and they now have 
a barn. One outbuilding wasn’t 
worth moving, but as part of 
the agreement, it had to be re­ 
moved from the site. 
If anything could be funny at 
the finish tine, that expandable 
building provided the laughs. 
The couple hired youngsters 
to remove the structure, but a 
few weeks later the state in­ 
formed them that the building 
w as 
s i l l standing. 
In­ 
vestigating, they found that an 
other group of neighborhood 
kids had rebuilt it hoping to use 
it as a clubouse or something. 
So it had to be torn down again 
and removed from the proper­ 
ty.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Soar­ 
ing food prices are driving mil­ 
lions of families into backyard 
spading and vegetable planting 
this spring in what may be the 
biggest outbreak of green- 
thumbery since World War II 
Victory gardens. 
A limiting factor, according 
to a survey by The Associated 
Press, has been the severe 
weather this spring. As heavy 
rains, un seasonal snows and 
c o l d 
temperatures 
have 
throttled farmers, so have 
would-be gardners been denied 
their salad days. 
The big push for home-grown 
tomatoes, com, lettuce, radish­ 
es and other garden goodies 
seems to be building up, how­ 
ever. 
At the Department of Agri­ 
culture, where dozens of differ­ 
ent pamphlets and brochures 
on gardening are turned out, of­ 
ficials say orders appear to be 
increasing from county exten­ 
sion offices and members of 
Congress where such informa­ 
tion is available free of charge. 
One popular item is “Mini- 
gardens for Vegetables,” which 
explains and illustrates how to­ 
matoes, radishes, chives, green 
peppers and other species can 
be grown in window boxes, old 
pails and even flower pots. 
Is spading up the backyard 
badminton court for tomatoes, 
beans, peas and corn worth It? 
Depends how big you want to 
be. If you have to invest S50 to 
$IM in new equipment, every­ 
thing from hoes to fancy cul­ 
tivators, fertilizer, pesticides, 
gloves, overalls and sunboh- 
nets, maybe not. 
On the other hand, packets of 
seed can be bought usually in 
small quantities for a few dol­ 
lars. Tomato plants, ready to 
set out, cost more, depending 
on how large they are. 
Dr. Clint Tumquist, a Univer­ 


sity of Minnesota vegetable ex­ 
pert, s'ays people seem to Ike 
doing outdoor work and having 
their own fresh produce. 
“Maybe it’s partly because of 
the high food prices, but I think 
people are just getting in the 
swing, getting on the band­ 
wagon of growing gardens,” 
Turnquist said. 
Rep. Silvio O. Conte, R- 
Mass., helped publicize vege­ 
table gardening recently by an­ 
nouncing he was planting let­ 
tuce, radishes, onions, string 
beans', garlic, squash, peppers 
and tomatoes as a protest 
against government farm aub- 
sidies. 
An aide said Conte has drawn, 
letters from irate farmers who 
complain they have a hard life 
in the best of times and that his 
remarks were unfair. An equal 
number of other letters ap­ 
plauded him. the aide said. 
Seed merchandisers' report 
sales up generally, but some 
see higher prices and supply 
problems later on. 
One seed company executive, 
Albert Bijou of Dallas, Tex., 
said the severe weather this 
spring has caused many seeds 
to fail to germinate and must 
be replaced. He predicted seed 
prices w il double by next fall.

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TURNING TRASH INTO CASH 
The average American fam­ 
ily disposes of nearly 100 
pounds of trash at home and 
on the job every week. . .or 
over 2W tons per year! This 
is about twice as much as a 
typical family threw away 
twenty years ago. 
Not only the quantity, but 
the quality of trash 
has 
changed in the last two dec­ 
ades. In the curly 50’s, we 
were throwing out 40% food, 
40% paper, 20% miscellaneous. 
Now we discard 40% plastics 
or non-perishables, 40% paper, 
10% food and 10% miscella­ 
neous. 
Piling up is the correct 
term for the trash situation 
because the volume is a chief 
part of the problem. Cities 
who use sanitary land fills 
are fast running out of avail­ 
able dumping areas, and addi­ 
tionally the collection of in­ 
creasingly large volumes of 
trash has sent disposal costs 
to cities skyrocketing. 
In s recent pilot program 
aimed at solving these prob­ 
lems, the city of Coral Gables, 
Florida, in co-operation with 
t he General Electric Company, 
installed trash compactors and 
food waste disposers in 100 
homes on a selected collec­ 
tion route. Corel Gables re­ 
tained a once-a-week curb side 
pick-up, but eliminated 'the 
previous twice-weekly back 
door pick-up. After six months, 
85% of the test families said 
they preferred the new sys­ 
tem. Study results are pre­ 
sently being reviewed by the 
city with an eye to the possi­ 
bility of requiring trash com­ 
pactors and food waste dis­ 
posers in every horns ¿o help 


reduce trash collection and 
disposal costs. 
The city entered the test 
program to see if it could 
forestall the need for sharp in­ 
creases to residents in month­ 
ly collection charges. Elim­ 
ination of the need for special 
collection trucks and the re­ 


duction in frequency of pick­ 
ups, indicates a significant 
savings to the city may be 
possible. 
Following the test program 
more than 70% of the partic­ 
ipants elected to purchase the 
compactors for their contin­ 
ued use. 
The General Electric com­ 
pactors used in the test re­ 
duce cans, cartons, plastic 'Con­ 
tainers, paper and bottles to 
about one quarter their orig­ 
inal volume while automat­ 
ically spraying them with a 
deodorant. A handy bag cad­ 
dy aids removal of the full 
bag and provides a neat and 
convenient way to carry the 
bag to the curb.

Q. My husband was getting 
monthly retirement payments 
when he died. He had also been 
supporting a friend’s 13-year-old 
giii and was planning to adopt 
her. Since my husband’s death, 
I’ve gone ahead with the 
rdoption. Can my 
adopted 
daughter now get payments 
based on my. late husband’s 
work record? 
A. Generally, 
if a child 
under 18 is legally adopted by 
the surviving spouse within 2 
years after the worker’s death, 
the child can get monthly 
checks. However, since there 
are certain other requirements 
that must be met, you should 
call, write, or visit any .social 
security office for a specific 
answer to your question.

People In Heartland Of U.S.A. 
Not Too Concerned By Watergate

CENTRA LIA, 111. (AP) — It’s 
about 700 miles1 from Washing­ 
ton’s Watergate to the Central- 
ia Motel. Two different worlds. 
There are no headlines about 
the building on North Poplar 
Street—a long, brick structure 
that stands 
out 
among the 
wooden houses and shops of 
this prairie town. No one stops 
and points. Its intrigues are the 
' memories of traveling sales­ 
men and secret lovers. 
This is middle America, and 
things go on as they have. But 
increasingly 
these days, 
the 
people of Centraba, so - called 
model members of the silent 
majority, are talking about the 
Watergate and the scandal that 
has shaken the Nixon, adminis­ 
tration. 
It is not topic No. 1. The St. 
Louis Cardinals’ losing 12 of 
their first 13 games caused a 
great deal more excitement. 
There is little outrage or in­ 
dignation. 
But 
the 
subject 
keeps popping up, and people 
are wondering about it. 
That was not the case last, 
fall when Democrats tried to 
turn the bugging and burglary 
of the Democratic party’s head­ 
quarters at the Watergate of­ 
fice-apartment complex into a 
Campaign issue. The people of 
Centraba listened to questions 
about the morality of the ad­ 
ministration, and their reaction 
seemed to be the popular one 
at the time; “It’s something 
that everyone does.” 
On election day, they voted 
solidly for Richard M. Nixon. 
Today, Nixon does not appear 
to be in any great trouble with 
the voters of Centraba. But 
there is more questioning. 
Ronald Tota r sky, a 28-year- 
old duplicating-machine sales­ 
man discused his feelings as 
he and his young son fished in 
a pond near their apartment. 
“I 
think

“I voted for Nixon myself. I 
personally feel that, since the 
election and since Nixon was 


voted in with such a landslide, 
Nixon got the idea that he 
could do whatever he damn 
well pleased.”

Meat Prices Just About As High 
As They Were When Boycott Began

One month after the start of 
a week-long nationwide meat 
boycott, an Associated Press 
sampling show? beef, lamb and 
pork prices are generally just 
as high as ever — if not higher. 
The AP checked the prices of 
eight meat items in 17 cities on 
April 2—the first weekday of 
the boycott called to force down 
rising prices. It checked the 
same items in the same cities 
on Monday, just as consumer 
groups were calling for another 
boycott. 
The survey found about 44 
per cent of the items were un­ 
changed in, price over the four- 
week span; 29 per cent went up 
in price; 20 per cent went 
down; «and 7 per cent were un­ 
available on, one of the two 
check dates.

After consumers announced a 
week-long meat boycott to pro­ 
test rising prices and President 
Nixon put a ceiling on meat 
prices, 
the 
Nemaha 
County 
(Kansas) National Farmers Or­ 
ganization decided to withhold 
meat from the markets, 
Members held on to their 
cattle, hogs, and sheep to main­ 
tain what they considered a 
just price for farmers’ prod­ 
ucts. 
Jim Brownlee, an NFO mem­ 
ber, says farmers would not 
have taken such an action a 
year ago, ‘but now they see 
the need for it.” 
Small farmers like Brownlee 
say they could lose their farms 
if price-ceiling pressures con­ 
tinue. They say the cost of pro­ 
duction is higher than the price 
ceiling and there are now thou­ 
sands of head of beef in feed- 
lots which will lose money. 
Some senators have moved to 
go further than the ceiling and 
have called for a rollback in 
prices. 
When Brownlee heard about 
it, he said, “If they roll them 
prices back there’s gonna be a 
revolution. Everyone’s fed up 
with the mud and a lot of farm­ 
ers are gonna be mad about 
these prices.” 
Brownlee says he remembers 
the days when a family spent

Meeting Ruled 
Out By Hanoi 
PARIS <AP) — North Viet­ 
namese and U. S. cease-fire ne­ 
gotiators returned home today 
with the American threatening 
resumption of U.S. military ac­ 
tion in Vietnam if violations of 
the cease-fire continue and 
Hanoi's man ruling out a meet­ 
ing soon between Henry A. Kis­ 
singer and Le Due Tho. 
“Hanoi will soon have to 
make its choice and decide 
whether it wants full implemen­ 
tation of the accords in good 
faith or if it prefers to take the 
path which would take us to the 
unfortunate military situation 
to which we hoped to put an 
end by signing the (cease-fire) 
agreement,” said Deputy Asst. 
Secretary of State William H. 
Sullivan after talks on cease­ 
fire violations with North Viet­ 
namese Deputy Foreign Minis­ 
ter Nguyen Co Thaeh. 
“We have published a note 
revealing the violations which 
have been committed.” Sulli­ 
van said. “We have indicated

that we wish the accords to be 
faithfully carried out. We have 
spoken frankly and without 
emotion on these subjects dur­ 
ing the past few days. I think 
that Hanoi knows what is ex­ 
pected of it.” 
Asked if further conversa­ 
tions would be held under the 
threat of new U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnam, Sullivan said: 
“We don’t think the talks will 
be held in an atmosphere of 
threat..,. On the other hand, we 
arc absolutely unsatisfied by 
the way the North Vietnamese 
and the forces under their con­ 
trol are conducting themselves 
and the way in which they have 
implemented the accords.” 
Thaeh, as he boarded a plane 
for Moscow en route to' Hanoi, 
told newsmen: “The atmos­ 
phere is not favorable at 
present for talks between the 
advisers of President Nixon, 
and of the Hanoi government, 
Mr. Kissinger and Mr. Tho.” 
He called for the United 
States to res urn. e clearance of 
its mines from North Vietnam 
ese waters, for it to resume 
talks on American aid to North 
Vietnam and for an end to' U.S. 
reconnaissance flights 
over 
North Vietnam.
